“ Forty Authors of Belfast Birth,’’ spoke 
of the precocious genius of Frederick 
Richard Chichester, the Earl of Belfast 
(1827-1855), who early showed a taste for 
literature, art and music, and to whom the 
citizens erected the first statue in the 
town, the famous ‘‘ Black Man.” Another 
celebrated name mentioned was James 
Bryce, afterwards Viscount Bryce, of 
Belfast. He was described as a man of 
encyclopsedic knowledge, a statesman, an 
umbassador and a linguist. He was the 
sixth person in history to climb Mount 
Ararat. Thirty-five universities conferred 
honorary degrees upon him, and he was a 
member of thirty-five leayned societies. The 
earliest author mentioned by Dr. Simms 
was Charles Hamilton (1752-1792), a creat 
Oriental scholar under Warren Hastings.

* Brother and Sister,” Professor Collingwood 
read to the audience. 

From Rugby the young Dodgson 
Christ Church, Oxford, where Paget 
Dean at the time, and embarked upon 
career Qo! mathematical scheolai ship, SO 
strangely at variance with his fame as a 
humorist. At times he was intensely mathe 
matical, and students said that his lectures 
were extremely dull. Occasionally, however, 
he mixed humour with his SeRONEE.

“ Symphonies are not written in slums or 
harmonies in hovels,”’ continued Professor 
Collingwood. ““' Alice in Wonderland ” owed 
‘its origin to the beauty of the river scenery 
around Oxf¢rd, the wind in the willows, aad 
that keen 4ppreciation, so stimulating to a 
creative artist, which was shown by Lewis 
Carroll's aullience—the three children, Alice, 
Lorina and ‘Edith Liddell. Of the tno; Alice, 
Mrs. Hargreaves, is still alive. 

“No rabbit or walrus lived with half the 
reality of Carroll's White Rabbit and 
Walrus,”’ said the lecturer, ‘‘and no Mock- 
Turtle existed outside the pages of ‘ Alice 
in Wonderland.’ Recently a lady in a 
London store asked the assstamt to suggest 
a .Christmas gift for her niece, When 
‘Alice’ was suggested, she exclaimed : 
“Oh, no, I would never give her that book ; 
it would spoil her idea of animals.’ ’

NLESS wise counsel prevails Northern 
Ireland may be plunged in a rail- 
way strike next Monday atnoon. Another 
effort is to be made to reach a settlement 
on the imitiative of the Northern Minister 
of Labour (Mr. Andrews) at a joimt con- 
ference of representatives of the railway 
companies and the men’s unions. The 
strike has been called by the railway 
trade unions as a protest against the de- 
cisions of the railways operating in 
Northern Ireland to bring into force the 
award of the Wages Board—a decision 
which was postponed before Christmas. 
In the Irish Free State the operation of 
the award has been postponed until April, 
and the Government gave a subsidy on 
condition that the wages were not re- 
duced. In Northern Ireland the Govern- 
ment declined to give any subsidy. In 
Great Britain the railway trade unions 
are also opposing an award reducing the 
wages, but it would appear as if the first 
clash of the conflict will be felt in Northern 
Ireland. Mr. J. B. Stephens, the general 
manager of the Great Northern Railway, 
has pointed out that of every 10s. expendl- 
ture on the railways, 7s. goes im wages. 
and that expenditure is nov in excess of 
mcome. 


CHILD MORTALITY. 


Belfast has veason to heast of a number 
of its civic activities. The mumicipal gas 
supply is about the cheapest im the British 
Isles: its electricity development is con- 
stantly expanding; its tramway and "bus 
services are becoming more comfortable 
and efficient: the death-rate from tuber- 
culosis has been reduced; the city’s new 
schools are up-to-date in every respect. 
Unfortunately, the city cannot be proud 
of its infant mortality rate during, the 
past few years. In many cities in Great 
Britain the rate of imfant mortality is 
from 50 to 70 per 1,000. In Belfast it 1s 
as high a& 112 per 1,000. The Super- 
intendent Medical Officer of Health (Dr. 


C. 8. Thomson) is fully alive to tha! 
seriousness of the position, and so are the 
members of the Child Welfare Committee 
of the Corporatian, but it is not yet fully 
appreciated by the general public. No 
doubt, the trade depression and unem- 
ployment have had much to do with the 
increase in the death-rate of children 
the absence of means to provide sufficient 
nourishment being one important factor, 
particularly during last year before the 
new scales for unemployment relicf came 
into operation. The Corporation Com- 
mittee has agreed to increase the provision 
for free and cheap milk from £3,500 per 
annum to £6,000, and of this sam about 
£2,000 is expected to be recovered by sales. 
Dr. Thomson also urges the spending of 
£7,000 for the erection of a building for 
child welfare work, but, in view of the 
heavy demands on the ratepayers this year 
for unemployed relief, the Committee has 
deferred this scheme.

The city has not been too fortunate 
either in its municipal housing schemes. 
Apart from the housing seandal a few 
years ago which arese out ef the inferior 
quality of timber supplied for the con- 
struction of houses by direct labour, many 
of the.municipal houses were constructed 
at a time when building material ani 
labour were expensive. The result is that 
the renfs, or purchase annuities, based 
upon this cosf, are higher than the 
occupiers can reasonably afford. The 
tenants are clamouring for a reduction in 
the rents, while the Corporation at 
present has to meet a loss of about £6,000 
per annum on its housing schemes. A 
total of 2,188 houses were erected in Be’. 
fast under three housing schemes at a 
cost of nearly £1,000,000. It is sug 
gested that the Corporation should “ cut 
its loss’’ on the housing schemes by 
ceasing to be “ landlords’”’ and selling the 
houses to the highest bidder. The estate 
superintendent (Mr. R. E. Forbes) is of 
the opinion that the property would not 
realise more than £590,000, or a little 
more than half what it cost. If invested 
at ó per cent., this would produce only 


£17,715 per annum to meet the £58,650 


required to reduee the housing loans, or 
an annual deficit of £41,000. This loss 


would be six times greater than if the | 


Corporation retained the houses. The 
whole matter is to come before the next 
meeting of the Corporation. No matter 
what decision is taken, the Corporation 
has not much encouragement to embark 


upon more housing schomes.,

Introducing the Soviet State Budget for 
1935, in the Central Executive Committee, 
Grinko, the People’s Commissar of Finance, 
gave the estimated revenue as 344 milliard 
roubles as against an expenditure of 33 
milliard roubles, | 

Dealing with the Five Year Plan, 
Grinko reported that the Soviet had in- 
vested 116 milliard roubles in the construc- 
tion programme instead of the 86 milliards 
originally provided. This money, he said, 
had been obtained from the Soviet’s own 
resources, as they had no long term credits 
abroad. 

The income of the population of the 
country over and above the normal re- 
venues of the peasants, had increased from 
23 milliard roubles in 1929 to 70 milliards 
in 1932, while it was estimated that there 
would be a further increase to 834 milliard 
roubles in 19353. 

On the revenue side of the Budget, 84 
per cent. of this was derived from revenues 
of socialised economy, and only 16 per 
cent., or 8 milliards, from direct taxes, 
loans, and co-operative funds. 

The Budget provided 24 milliard roubles 
for financing national economy, over 114 
milliards for cultural construction, 7 
milliards for national education, ó 
milliards for health services, and 24 
milliards for social services. 

Over 49,000,000 were receiving State aid 
and part maintenance to assist them in 
their studies. About 5 per cent. of the 
Budget was devoted to expenditure on de- 
fence services.

He was very pleased to have the oppor- 
tunity of presiding at their annual meeting, 
especially as they had such an excellent re- 
cord of the year’s work, upon which he con- 
gratulated the Council for their efforts in 
the interest of banking in Ireland.

A COMPLEX BUSINESS. 


Banking at the present time was a very 
complex business.

Economic 
questions which in years gone by were a 
closed book to many bankers had become 
matters of every-day discussion,‘ and it was 
very desirable that young people who worked 
in banks should make themselves familiar

OBITUARY, 
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THE VERY REV. W. G. STRAHAN, 
D.D. 

The death of the Very Rev. W. G. 
Strahan, D.D., an ex-Moderator of the 
General Assembly, took place early yesterday 
morning at his residence, ‘‘ Cluain,’’ Cyprus 
Gardens, Belfast. He was a native of Bally- 
mena, and his early education was received at 
the Coleraine Academical Institution and the 
Ballymena Academy. He studied at Queen’s 
College, Belfast, where his arts course was 
taken, and graduated with honours in the 
Royal University in 1884. The whole pf his 
theological course was taken at the Belfast 
Presbyterian College, where he was scholar 
and prizeman. On the completion; of his 
college course he was licensed by thé Bally- 
mena Presbytery on May 3, 1887. He was 
ordained in First Ahoghili congregation on 
September 13, 1887, and on May 16, 1900, 
he was installed in First Newry congrega- 
tion (Sandys street). He was Moderator of 
the Synod of Dublin in 1910. In 1912 he 
was appointed convener of the Home Mis- 
sions in succession to the Rev. Dr, J. 
Clarke, who had resigned. 

His elevation as Moderator in 1922 
received wide sanction in the Church, an 
overwhelming number of presbyteries nomi- 
nating him for the highest position in the 
gift of the Church, and he filled the office 
with dignity and efficiency. Early in 1931 
failing health compelled him to retire from 
the active duties of the ministry, and his 


appearance in the Free State very soon, 
according to the current issue of the 
Garda Review, which states that a scheme 
for such a body has been prepared, and 
is now being considered by the Depart- 
ment of Justice. 

“The scheme has been approved,”’ states 
the report, “but has not yet received 
oficial sanction. It is very likely that 
by the summer some definite action will 
have been taken in the formation of a 
special mounted body of Gardai.

OFF GOLD. - 

‘* We have had experience now of sterling 
divorced from gold for over sixteen. months, 
and nothing catastrophic has happened,” he 
said. ‘A number of other countries are 
using sterling as -their standard, and it is 
still the medium of a large amount of trade 
throughout the world. How have the groups 
of countries using gold or sterling respectively 
fared during this period? The clear evidence 
of improvement in a number of countries off 
the gold standard has no counterpart in those 
still on gold, whose position, generally speak- 
ing, has become worse.” In national finances 
they found a similar distinction. The 
countries still using gold were all faced with 
Budget deficits. ‘‘I am not suggesting that 
countries off the gold standard are finding 
it easy to balance their Budgets, or that they 
have all yet succeeded in doing so; but at 
least it is true that they have made far more 
progress in that direction than the other 
group. ‘The national finances are certainly 
better in countries where the persistent fall 
in ‘internal prices has been arrested than in 
those where, through adherence to gold, it is 
still continuing. ne condition of the earlier 
post-war years has been precisely reversed. 
Separation from gold is no longer a sign ol 
badgetary disorder—adherence to it is no 
longer a distinguishing mark of sound national 
fnance. These facts demonstrate afresh the 
ravaging effects of falling prices and the 
benefits to be obtained by relief from the 
downward movement. A rise in commodity 
prices has, indeed, become. much more 
essential for the gold standard countries, 


whose plight is growing worse, than for other 
countries whose position is improving.”

It holds the cash 
reserves of the joint stock institutions, 
manages the legal tender and the Govern- 
ment’s debt, looks after problems of 
foreign exchange and parity, but leaves 
the commercial banks to do business with 
the man in the street. The Banking Com- 
mission declared that, as a result of the 
peculiar circumstances of the Free State, 
a central bank was not necessary; and 
everything that has happened during the 
last seven years has tended to support that 
point of view. The Irish banks are doing 
their work efficiently, and any attempt to 
interfere with them in the tramsaction oí 
their legitimate business would be little 
short of madness. Furtliermore, the sug- 
gestion that the Free State currency should 
be deprived of its sterling anchor is ex- 
ceedingly foolish. During the last year, as

TSS of Khartum, 


To-day marks the centenary of the birth 
of Charles George Gordon, whose death in 
1885 is one of the tragically romantic 
stories of history. Gordon was at once 
a soldier and a passionate humani- 
tarian. In his twenties he had obtained a 
wide reputation for his conduct of the 
war in China, which stabilised that 
country for a long period of years. 
Immediately afterwards the other aspect 
of his character made itself, maii- 
fest. For six years he worked among the 
poor of Gravesend; he taught, fed and 
clothed the waifs & the East End of 
London, helping by his own exertions to 
set forward many of those reforms for 
whose accomplishment Dickens simul- 
taneouly was calling upon the authorities. 
At the end of that time he was invited by 
the Khedive of Egypt to open up the 
equatorial district of the Nile, and to 
break the grip of the active and powerful 
slave traders. In 1877 he was appointed 
Governor-General of the Sudan, where 
three years were spent in unremitting 
labour to destroy the evil of slavery, which, 
although abolished in the British haois, 
still infested most districts of 
Gordon gained only partial success, 
but, when he left the Sudan in 
1880, it was a _ well-ordered, peace- 
able and prosperous region. He 
passed three more years in various 
parts of the world, including Ireland ; but 
the scene for the last act of his life shifted 
back to the Sudan, where the Mahdist 
rebels were threatening Khartum. At the 
request of the British Government, Gordon 
returned to take command at Khartum. 
Five months after the siege began a relief 
expedition sailed up the Nile, to find that 
the city had been taken two days earlier 
and that Gordon had been slain. Yet the 
seed which he had sown did not fall upon 
barren ground, By 1888 the realms of the 
Khedive of Egypt were innocent of slav ery, 
and the foundations of civilised govern- 
ment were being laid.

Mounted Police. 


According to the current number of the 
Garda Review a scheme is being considered 
at present by the Minister for Justice for 
the creation of a mounted police force in 
the Irish Free State. Details have not yet 
been completed, but it seems that the force, 
which will be small in number, will be 
established in the summer, and that it will 
have the Phoenix Park Dépót as its head 
quarters. The new body will be supplied 
with the best of Irish horses—in other 
words, it will have the finest horses in the 
world—and it will compete nct only at the 
Dublin Horse Show, but at many inter- 
national tournaments in Europe. Those 
of us who remember the old Royal Irish 
Constabulary, with their magnificent 
mounted corps, will welcome this promise. 
Apart from their utility, mounted police 
always look well, and the Free State is 
sadly in need of a little more colour in her 
pubic life. In the old days the arrival of an 
Assize Judge in a country town, with his 
magnificent escort of mounted men, was an 
unforgettable sight, and did much to insti] 
respect for the law into the minds of the 
people. Whatever political differences 
may divide the citizens of the Free State 
at the moment, they all are united in their 
admiration for the Civic Guards. During 
the recent election campaign the Guards’ 
conduct was an example to everybody. 
They are efficient and courteous, and well 
deserve the praise that has been showered 
on them by Returning Officers throughout 
the twenty-six counties. From the strictly 
physical point of view, the Free State 
police probably are the finer‘ of their kind 
in Europe.

Sir Herbert Samuel addressed a con- 
ference of the Liberal Parliamentary 
Party at his London house to-day, ani 
later went to the National Liberal Club, 
where he repeated-his speceh to a joint 
meeting of the executives of various 
Liberal organisations. -It is understood 
that Sir Herbert Samuel advised his sup- 
porters to criticise the Government much 
more keenly and to press forward the 
Liberal policies on unemployment, dis- 
armament and protection. His:views were 
accepted by a majority of the members 
of Parliament attending the early meet- 
ing, but it is thought net improbable that 
there may be one or two defections to one 
of the other groups—possibly that led by 
Mr. Lloyd George, which opposes the 
Government. Evidently there was a feel. 
ing among those present that the Libera! 
opposition to the Government, must be 
more determined; otherwise the number 
of people inclined to cross the floor will 
increase. In the meanwhile it is said that 
Mr. Lloyd George will make his influence 
felt in the East Fife by-election. The first 
move is an arrangement that Major G. 
Lloyd George will speak in the con 
stituency on behalf of Mr. Keir, the free 
trade candidate. The Samuelite Libera! 
Whips have forbidden Samuel members to 
speak for Mr. Keir, but they have no 
jurisdiction over Major Lloyd George. 


Prospects for Shipbuilders. 


The statement made by Mr. Runciman 
last night on shipbuilding was confirmed 
to-day, when a representative of the Ship 
builders’ Federation stated that sinc 
November ist orders for 58 vessels had 
been booked by British shipyards. As a 
result of these orders it is probable that 
the figures for new tonnage begun in the 
yards for the March quarter will exceed 
the tonnage begun during the whole of 
19352. At the same time, there is no desire 
to raise false hopes that shipbuilding is 
on the eve of a boom, but it would be 
unwise to minimise the change for the 
better which the widespread placing of 
orders indicates. These orders during the 
coming months will mean. a substantia! 
increase in employment in several shin- 
building districts. The change is due to 
the fact that closer co-operation with 
British steel-makers has helped the ship 
yards to quote better prices at home and 


abroad. 


Japan and the League. 


Not much has been heard of late con- 
cerning Japan’s attitude towards the 
League of Nations, but it is understood 
that military circles in the country which 
hitherto have supported the Foreign Office 
in the desire that the country should 
remain in the League are now open!" 
advocating a withdrawal. It is reported 
even that preparations have deen set on 
foot for ultimate action. These have been 
promoted on General Tatekawa’s advices 
from Geneva that the League is abandon- 
ing its efforts for conciliation, and intends 
to invoke Paragraph 4 of Article 15 of 
the Covenant. Now that the question of 
the mandated islands has arisen officially, 
opinion is that Japan will not require to 
these if she should decide to 
withdraw from the League. 


The Disarmament Conference. 


The General Commission of the Dis- 
armament Conference will re-assemble next 
Tuesday, and it is worthy of note that in 
spite of the agreement reached by the Five 
Powers on wJecember llth, Herr von 
Neurath, the German Foreign Minister. is 
not returning to Geneva. It is 
probable, too, that the French Premier 
and Foren Secretary, M, Paul-Boncour, 
will be absent from the meeting. The first 
item on the agenda of the Commission is 
a discussion on the French disarmament 
and security plan, and this will be opened 
by the French Under-Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs. It is expected that 
this plan will be referred to a 7:b-Com- 
mittee, which may sit for weeks, or even 
months, since it will have under considera- 
tion a number of other plans already pre 
sented. In this connection, it is rumoured 
that Mr. Arthur Henderson will propose 
a complete draft convention on disarma- 
ment of his own designing.

Travellers in Scandinavia. 


Now that trade negotiations have begun 
between the British Government and the 
Governments of Norway, Sweden, Den- 
mark and Finland, the question of the 
svstem of commercial travellers’ licences, 
which is in operation in these four 
countries, has assumed new importance. 
The Federation of British Industries has 
drawn the attention of our own negotiators 
to this question, as one that needs con 
sideration and, possibly, revision. © As 
long ago as 1834 this system was inau 
gurated in Denmark, because it was found 
that the country was being overrun hs 
Continental bagmen, who came in with a 
few trunks, disposed of their merchandise 
to the villages and small towns, and, as 
soon as they had sold everything, returned 
to Germany for more. These men paid no 
taxes in Denmark. They absorbed wh-t 
in those days was a very valuable propor- 
tion of Danish trade, and they were re 
sponsible to nobody. It was felt that some 
system of taxation was necessary, to keep 
in check this invasion, which was doing 
so much harm to the country. Ungques 
tionably, the system was introduced into 
Sweden, Norway and Finland for the same 
reason. Now anybody who travels to these 
countries with a view to sellings goods or 
to take orders for goods, must hold a 
licence. It has been suggested that Great 
Britain. should be exempted from the 
operation of these licences, since she does 
not demand any payment herself. There 
are obvious difficulties in this course, how 
ever, since the same applies to most other 
European countries. 


The Foreign Legion. 


The French Foreign Legion is no longer 
open to British subjects as such, and, 1! 
an Englishman wants to join it, he must 
give a false name and nationality. It 
appears that Englishmen do not amal 
gamate well with other soldiers of the 
Legion, and so many complaints have 
been made by them that it has been de 
cided to accept no more recruits. Some 
years ago Englishmen could join the 
Foreign Legion throughs the French 
Embassy here, when they were supplied 
with tickets and travelling expenses ; but, 
when the Legion was attacked in the 
newspapers and elsewhere. facilities for 
recruiting were given up, and, if an 
Englishman wished to join under a false 
name, he had to pay his own expenses 
to Paris. 


Sunshine in 1932. 


Figures just published show that the 
British Isles enjoyed less sunshine during 
the year 1932 than they enjoy normally. 
The total for the year was 5 per cent. 
below normal on the South Coast of Eng- 
land. and over 20 per cent. below normal 
in parts of the Midlands, The deficiency 
was particularly marked in.

He 
would like it to go out from that widely 
representative meeting that the loyalists 
of the North were thoroughly prepared to 
defeat any attempts to incorporate Ulster 
in an All-Ireland Republic, or to inter- 
fere with her status as a Federal State 
within the sheltering folds of Great 
Britain and the Empire. No matter what 
sacrifices and inconveniences were en- 
tailed, the people would rise in their 
wrath, and spurn with contempt every 
endeavour to suborn their allegiance to 
the Crown and Constitution. 


AGRICULTURE. 


In his review of local affairs, Lord 
Craiwavon said that the outstanding ques- 
tion at the moment, apart from politics, 
was agriculture It would be realised 
that the extent to which a Government, 
however powerful, acting alone, could 
restore agricultural prosperity to its com- 
munity was very limited indeed. Agzt- 
cultural depression was a world-wide 
problem, and the most that any Covern- 
ment could do was to relieve overhead 
charges as much as possible, co-ordinate 
effort, tender advice and lend whatever 
help was practicable in organising, grad- 
ing and marketing, so as to enable farmers 
within its area to obtain the highest 
ruling price for the produce they had to 
dispose of. Those were the chief objects 
which the Northern Government, and, in 
particular, the Ministry of Agriculture, 
had kept steadily in mind during the past 
eleven years. 

Leaving grading and marketing on one 
side for the moment, his colleagues and 
he were convinced that the best method of 
utilising whatever funds were available for 
the assistance of agriculture was by 
stimulating the activities of the farmers 
in improving the type and quality of their 
stock and stock products. What they 
must all get clearly and firmly into their 
minds, when discussing or thinking about 
agricultural problems, was the solid fact 
that eighty per cent. of Ulster’s agricul- 
tural wealth was derived from the sale of 
stock and stock products. With the ex- 
ception-ef flax and a certain quantity of 
potatoes and fruit, practically the whole 
of the @ons grown were utilised in feed- 
ing animals, Furthermore, they did not 
grow sufficient for such a purpose, and 
consequently were heavy importers of 
feeding stuffs, especially maize. 


FLAX. 


With regard to flax, he was glad to note 
a substantial improvement in price, The 
decrease in the area under cultivation in 
Continental countries, together with other 
factors, all pointed to a continued im- 
provement in the position of the Ulster 
growers. It was most gratifying te know 
that the Standing Committee on Irish 
Flax, under the chairmanship of Mr. 
Lewis Gray, consisting of representatives 
of the Farmers’ Union and the Flax 
Spinners’ Association was working most 
harmoniously. He had sufficient confidence 
in the committee to predict that something 
of lasting benefit to flax growers would 
emerge from their deliberations. 

What present-day agricultural conditions 
required was cheap feeding stuffs and re- 
munerative prices for eggs, beef, bacon, 
mutton and lamb. It was such considera- 
tion which enabled the Government, the 
Ulster Unionist members at Westminster, 
and the Ulster Farmers’ Union to put up 
such a convincing and successful plea to 
the Imperial authorities to place maize on 
the free list. 


THE ROAD - FUND, 


Discussing the Road Fund, “ about 
which there still appeared to be consider- 
able misconception,’’ Lord Craigavon said 
that the circumstances under which the 
Government appropriated £100,000 were 
quite exceptional. Without that assistance 
the Budget could not have been balanced. 
It was a period of appalling financial

PLOT FOR OVERTHROW.

While von. Schleicher is thus fighting

Have Civic Guards, who. are disfranchised 
under the rules of the Force, a constitutional 
right to demand the vote? 

The Garda Review, which is the organ of 
the service, this month registers a strong 
rotest against the withholding of the 
Naoi from members oí the Civic Guard. 
and expresses the opinion that it is the wish 
of the people that they should be given the 
citizengbip they have been compelled to for- 
swear. 

“We will go fdtther,” it adds, “and say 
that we are in a position. to demand: it, for 
we believe that it is constitutionally illegal! 
to withhold the franchise from us. The 
Constitution of Saorstat Eireann declares that 
every citizen over 21 years of age. has the 
right to exercise the franchise. | 

‘“There is no qualification of that article 
of the Constitution excepting the members of 
the Garda from its provisions.

FINANCE PLANS EXPLAINED 
TO PARLIAMENT. 


From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT, 
WELLINGTON, Friday. 


A defence of the new Government-made 
exchange rate, and an outline of the 
economies and adjustments in the coming 
year to meet the estimated deficit, was 
delivered by Mr. Coates, the Finance 
Minister, in the House of Representatives 
to-day. 

He said that the fundamental problem 
lay -in the wide disparity between farm- 
costs and prices, which he proposed to 
bridge by working from both ends, so as 
to avoid dislocation by a policy of pure 
deflation. 

The first measure approved the raising 
of the exchange. The Government pro- 
posed to maintain the present rate for a 
reasonable period. The Government was 
working to effect a general reduction in 
all interest rates so far as possible on a 
voluntary basis. A tariff inquiry would 
shortly be undertaken in conformity with 
the Ottawa agreement. 

The various proposals outlined would 
accentuate the immediate budgetary diffi- 
culty, although he believed that their 
ultimate result would be to strengthen 
New Zealand’s position. The current year 
was satisfactory, with a deficit of 
£700,000. 

Next year, he estimated, there would be 
a total ostensible deficit of £9,850,000, 
including the deficit for the current year. 
By further economies and adjustments it 
was expected to reduce the deficit to 
£4,500,000.

PEOPLE DRDPPING DEAD 
IN FRANCE, 


Most of the Continent is still in t! 

grip of the cold wave, It is colder than 
ever in France, and people are dropping 
dead in the streets of provincial towns 
in many of which temperatures of five 
degrees Fahrenheit have been registered. 
Zero Fahrenheit was reached at Mont- 
louis, in the Pyrenees. There are four 
feet of snow at Font Romeu. 

Rivers everywhere are beginning te 
freeze over, The Saone, in spite of its 
swift current, is frozen at Chalon: the 
Loire and Cher are frozen at Tours; and 
at Lorient, where a temperature of 
fourteen degrees Fahrenheit has been re- 
corded, the salt water docks are frozen 
over. 

Intending skaters in Paris are still dis- 
appointed. In order to avoid possible 
accidents the ice round the edge of the 
lakes in the Bois de Boulogne has been 
broken, 

Severe cold is being experienced in all 
parts of Italy, with as falls of snow 
in the north and in the Appennines. 
Fifty-two degrees of frost have been 
registered in the Altg Adige, near the 
Austrian frontier, 

There have been heavy snowfalls in 
Turin and Milan, and in Milan 17,000 
men are employed to keep the streets clear. 
So heavy have the snowstorms been in the 
Appennines that the higher passes have 
been closed. 

The Pope’s summer yilla at Castel 
Gandolfo is under snow, 

The intense cold has brought down 
wolves and wild boars and foxes from the 
mountains in the Spanish provinces of 
Orvieto and Burgos. In Burgos schools 
the ink has been frozen in the ink-wells. 

Teruel has become the Siberia of Spain, 
45 degrees of frost being registered. 

An earthquake over a fifty-mile area, 
lasting twenty-seven minutes, is reported 
from Almeria. 

A heavy fall of snow throughout the 
peninsula and intense cold have aided the 
swift spread of influenza.

because of the epidemic,

The report stated that the annual sub- 
scriptions for 1952 amounted to £555 8s., so 
that for the second year im succession the 
directors regretted to have to report a serious 
decrease, - [To a large extent this was 
accounted for by the fact that many existing 
members had allowed their subscriptions to 
fall into arrears, and it appeared to be in- 
creasingly difficult to attract new members. 

Dividends from investments showed a sub- 
stantial increase of over £70, but this, un- 
fortunately, was only temporary. To a large 
extent the increase was accounted for by 
bonus and commission received on the con- 
version of War Loan, and next year the 
Association would be faced with a very sub- 
stantial drop in income. 

A legacy of £100 had been bequeathed to 
the Association during the year by the late 
chairman (Sir George Roche), who thus con- 
tinued to the last his generous interest in 
the Association. 


NEW, MEMBERS NEEDED. 


Faced with grave problems regarding the 
finances of the Association during the coming 
year, the directors appealed witn confidence 
to their primary source of help—the solicitors 
of Ireland, North and South. The Associa- 
tion had no politics, and its aim—true charity

congratulated themselves that, in comparison 
with the previous year, and in spite of adverse 
conditions, their receipts had been larger; 
but this fact was not a matter for unqualified 
congratulation, inasmuch as comparison of the 
receipts of last year with those of the previous 
year showed that the number of their annual 
subscribers had fallen off by thirty, while 
the amount received for life subscriptions also 
had been less than the amount received in 
the previous year. Nevertheless, they had 
been able to grant benefits in excess of the 
amounts which were granted in 1931. 

Looking to the future, they must expect 
a diminution of income from their invest- 
ments, having regard to the precarious state 
of the Irish railways, in which a large amount 
of their funds was invested. This entailed a 
duty on every member of the Association to 
make an effort to increase revenue by increase 
of membership. 

They had to record not only the death of 
their chairman, Sir George Roche, last year, 
to which appropriate reference was then made, 
but also the deaths of twelve other of their 
associates, some of: whom have been con- 
tributors for wowards of forty years. Mark 
Anthony, that eloquent soldier, unfortunate 
in war and love, according to Shakespeare, 
told his Roman audience that the evil men 
do lives after them, that the good is often 
interred with their bones. We should be 
slow, however, to accept this depressing pro- 
position absolutely. No doubt, there is pro- 
pagation in evil, but there is also permanence 
and expansion in the good, ahd their Associa- 
tion affords a modest example of this; for 
this is the sixty-ninth annual meeting. But 
what does often happen’ is that'‘the names 
and memory of the author or founder of a 
good work are interred with their bones and 
lapse into oblivion, and so in their Associa- 
tion. He had never seen in the reports 
record or mention of the founders of their 
Association. 

One might think that sometimes youth 
claims too prematurely the privilege to censure 
their elders for the evils of the present and 
were precipitate to advise theirs to be the 
only course which would save the future from 
perdition. Yet, all the same, they have to 
recognise that youth is the time of hope, 
courage and, above all, of enthusiasm. With 
such to help them, they would be less anxious 
for the future of the Associafion. :

“OUT IN VIENNA. 


RESULT OF A NOVEL 
- TAXICAB. STRIKE.

From Revrer’s CORRESPONDENT. 
VIENNA, Friday. 


The taxi-cab drivers of Vienna have 
driven their cabs to the busiest part of the 
city and left them there, with the 
radiators emptied, as a pratest against the 
refusal of the responsible Minister to 
receive a deputation. 

Traffic is entirely dislocated, and the 
whole of the military garrison of Vienna 
has~been called out and is occupying the 
public buildings. 

All important street corners are guarded 
by military patrols. 

Herr Dolifuss, the Austrian Chancellor, 
was booed by taxi-cab drivers as he drove 
through the Michaelplatz in his car 
to-day, and twelve members of the com- 


mittee of taxi-cab drivers have been 
arrested by the police. | 
Herr Weidenhofer, the Finance 


Minister, has declared that no deputation 
will be received until the blockade is 
ended, and the police announce that if the 
driverless vehicles are not removed later 
on this evening they themselves will try 
to tow them away with their own cars. 

The Vienna taxi-cab drivers complain 
bitterly of a tax amounting to about 1s. 
per gallon which has recently been im- 
posed on petrol. ' 

On January 16th, by way of a demon- 
stration, no cabs at all appeared in the 
streets for five fours, and at the same 
time a protest was made to the Govern- 
ment; but the deputation was not re- 
ceived. The men have threatened to 
bring about a general strike if necessary, 
and there are indications that this might 
not be a difficult task for them under pre- 
vailing conditions.

NEED FOR CENTRAL SHOW 
ORGANISATION. 


The annual meeting of the Irish Kennel 
Club was held last night in. Jury’s Hotel, 
Dublin. Mr, Henry B, Fottrell, vice-chair- 
man, presided. 

Mr. R. G. Quirke, secretary, reported that 
for the first time since its inception the Club 
had to record a loss of £110 for the year.

Shows and field trials 
numbered twenty-nine, but there had been a 
decrease of two in the four-point green star 
certificates shows owing to the falling through 
of Waterford and Clonmel shows, both of 
which the Club hoped to see revived. . 

“In our opinion, said the secretary, 
“until such time as’ we can get a central 
show organisation in Dublin to manage shows 
throughout the country there will be, generally 
speaking, a decline in those fixtures.’’ 

The operating of shows throughout Ireland 
was a simple matter for a central organisa- 
tion, but the difficulty was to suggest a 
scheme that would provide suitable recom. 
pense for the person undertaking the work 

Mr. Quirke mentioned that the great 
National Dog Show, promoted by the club. 
would be held this year on St. Patrick's Day 
at Ballsbridge, and even in the present de- 
pressed times, he cxpected it would be 
generously supported. There were plenty of 
people in the country, who, with a little 
persuasion, would send their dogs to the 
show, and the entry could easily be increased 
from 2,400 to 3,000.

WILL THEY GO INTO 
OPPOSITION? 


Important consultations took place in 
London yesterday between Sir Herbert 


Samuel and Liberal colleagues in and out of 
Parliament on Liberal policy and the attitude 
of the Liberal Party in the House of Commons 
towards the Government. 

No formal decisions were taken, but the 
discussions indicated that there is a growing 
demand in Liberal ranks in the constituencies 
for the Parliamentary Party to abandon the 
attitude of general suppert of the Govern- 
ment, and to go into Opposition in the House 
of Commons, 

Sir Herbert Samuel met his parliamentary 
supporters at his Lendon house in the morn- 
ing, and attended a joint conference of the 
executives of the national organisations of the 
party in the afternoon. 

The main object of both conferences was 
to give Sir Herbert an opportunity of con- 
sulting Liberal opinion on a public statement 
of policy which he proposes to make at a 
Liberal luncheon on February 6, the day 
before Parliament reassembles. 

Of the thirty-four members of the Parlia- 
mentary group which acknowledges Sir 
Herbert Samuel's leadership, eighteen 
attended the members’ meeting at h - house. 

The question whether the party should 
cross the floor and go into Opposition was 
raised, but the general view was against 
the adoption of this course of action at 
the present time. It was pointed out that 
the party was not fully represented at the 
meeting, and it was agreed that the dis- 
cussion should be adjourned to another meet- 
ing, to be held after Sir Herbert Samuel 
has made his promised statement on Liberal 
policy. 

The afternoon conference, held at the 
Nationa! Liberal Club, consisted of a joint 
meeting of the Executives of the National 
Liberal Federation, the Women’s National 
Liberal Federation, the League of Young 
Liberals, and representatives of the Scottish 
Liberal Federation. i 

Sir Herbert Samuel made a statement, in 
which he explained the definition of Liberal 
policy, which he proposes to announce on 
February 6. 

There was more vigorous support at this 
conference than at the members’ meeting for 
the proposal that the party should now go 
1gto Opposition. 

No resolution was submitted, 
and no formal decision was taken. 

Mr. Ramsay Muir’s action in speaking in 
East Fife, in support of Mr. David Keir, the 
Independent Liberal candidate, was raise 
at a business meeting of the National Libera! 
Federation Executive, which followed the 
joigt conference. It was officially stated 
that while no resolution on this subject was 
taken, there was general approval of Mr. 
Muir's action.

The ninety-sixth annual general meeting 
of the Royal Bank of Ireland, Ltd., took 
place yesterday. at. the —head office, Foster 


place, Dublin. 
Mr. 


E. Clive Brooks, chairman of the 
board of directors, in proposing the adoption 
of the report, which was taken as read, 
stated—"* When I had the pleasure of ad- 
dressing you a year ago, we then dealt with 
accounts ‘covering a period. of sixteen 
months. The report which we have to con- 
sider to-day is for a period of only twelve 
months, and, therefore, comparison of 
figures with those of last year is not pos- 
sible. Although our profits show a decrease 
compared with those of recent years, the 
business of the bank has been well main- 
tained, and, considering. the very difficult 
times through which we are passing, the 
results attained are, in the opimion of your 
directors, very satisfactory. : 
INCREASED TAXATION. 

“The Budget introduced last May im- 
posed very serious additional taxation on all 
the Free State banks. The duty on our 
consolidated note issue was doubled; the 
corporation profits tax was increased from 
£5 per cent. to £7 10s. per cent., and the 
allowance reduced from £10,000 to £5,000, 
and made retrospective to the Ist January, 
1931.. Income tax was increased to 5s. in 
the £, which ia an additional burden not 
only on our profits, but, inasmuch as the 
salaries of our staff are paid free of income 
tax under the award of 1920, a further 
increase under this heading also has to be 
borrie. In addition, ‘municipal rates have 
been increasing. These several items which 
[ have mentioned come under the heading 
of expenditure over which the directors have 
no control, and, consequently, any further 
increase in this direction. is viewed with 
grave concern. There 1s a limit to the 
amount of taxation which the commerce of 
the country can shoulder and at the same 
time carry on in a satisfactory and efficient 
manner. If this hmit is exceeded, the whole 
community feel the effects of excessive taxa- 
tion. 

“In these circumstances, the Board have 
decided to recommend a final dividend at 
the rate of 10 per cent. for the half-year, 
making 9 per cent. for the whole year, as 
compared with 10 per cent. for the previous 
year, This decision has been reached in 
view of the prevailing conditions and the 
necessity for extreme care and conservation 
of our resources. 

CONVERSION OF WAR LOAN. 

“ One of the outstanding features of the 
year was the c~lossal conversion scheme. 
carried through by the British Government, 
the dimensions of which places it on record 
as the largest financial transaction ever 
carried out in history. This, together with 
the phenomenally low rates prevailing in the 
money market, influenced the earning 
capacity of banks and financial houses, and 
still continues to do so, It is, I think, 
some thirty-six years since we have seen the 
Bank rate as low as 2 per cent. 

THE BALANCE SHEET. 

“Turning to the balance sheet, you will 
see that Government, Railway Debenture 
Stocks, etc., show a óig sipóisa á reduction ;

The twenty-fourth annual ordinary general 
meeting of F. W. Woolworth and Co., Ltd., 
was hela yesterday at Connaught Rooms, Great 
Queen street, London, W.C., Mr. 
Stephenson, chairman and managing director 
of the company, presiding. 

The Seeretary (Mr, F. J. Pearl) having read 
the notice convening the meeting and the 
auditors’ report, 

‘The Chairman, who was received with ap- 
plause, said—Ladies and gentlemen, you have 
now had the accounts of the company and the 
directors’ report in vour possession for some 
two weeks, and, with your permission, I pro- 
pose to take the report and accounts as read. 
Although the figures are self-explanatory I 
would like to refer to a few of them. Before 
coming to the balance sheet itself, you “will 
note the large amount that has been set aside 
for the provision for taxes to date, namely, 
£946,826. This is £338,221 more than in the 
bas year, and is mainly accounted for 
xy a change in the company’s. method of set- 
ting out in the appropriation account the in- 
terim dividends paid during the year. In 
order that the full amount required ‘each year 
to meet claims for taxation shall be shown 
unaffected by any variation in the tax ‘de- 
ducted from dividends, the dividends are 
shown net and the tax gross. 

BALANCE SHEET. 

Turning to the balance sheet, it will be 
seen that the value of freehold properties has 
increased by £68,594, the value of leasehold 
properties has increased by £92,630, and the 
value of fixtures, fittings and furniture hes in- 
creased by £37,063. The amount of stock on 
hand shows the somewhat heavy increase of 
£439,491. Some portion of this is accounted 
for by the new branches opened. by the com- 
pany during the year, but the bulk of the 
amount is due to a modified policy pursued 
by the company in carrying through the Christ: 
mas trade, and into the new year a fuller 
and more comprehensive variety of mer- 
chandise than heretofore, While this stock 
figure is larger than previously, it represents 
only current values in merchandise, 

THE CASH POSITION. 

The next item which calls for comment is 
cash at bankers and in hand, which shows an 
increase of £1,569,778. This condition is due 
in part to the non-payment of a second interim 
dividend on the Ordinary shares, which in 
December, 1931, absorbed £843,750. 

In the profit and loss account you will note 
the amount written off leasehold properties 
at £105,601, compared to £97,514, and the 
amount written off fixtures and fittings at 
£90,276, compared to £84,947. These require 
no explanation as they provide our usual writ- 
ing down of these assets: 

A DIFFICULT YEAR. 

‘The year under review was an extremely 
difficult one for trading. Notwithstanding 
the effect of import duties and the further 
reduced value of the pound abroad, we 
experienced in this country a fairly general 
lowering of prices. As it is the policy of 
your company to pass on to its customers 
immediately such advantages which are 
obtainable in a falling market. it will be clear 
that, in order to hold our volume of business, 
it became necessary to handle much more 
merchandise and to sell to many more cus- 
tomers. Incidentally it is as well to appre- 
ciate the fact that the cheapening of manu- 
factured articles and commodities tends to 
bring about a lower volume of business for 
the trader. For your company there is, for- 
tunately, a more pleasing side to this con- 
dition in that it brings within the scope of 
our limit price of 6d. values which had pre- 
viously been impossible. That we were able 
in 1932. to more than maintain our sales 
volume is pleasing evidence of the still grow- 
ing popularity of the stores and the public 
confidence in the values offered and service 
rendered. 

TARIFFS AND BUY BRITISH. 

A year ago, when last before you; I ven- 
tured an opinion that the import tariff situa- 
tion was one that would not trouble us 
seriously. Our business is to cater to the 
requirements and demands of the public, and 
there are, and always will be, some things 
which have to be brought in from abroad. 
The situation at the close of the year 1932 
was that our imports had further fallen by 
59.7 per cent., and we had not only replaced 
these with British-made goods, but had also 
increased our total volume of business 
entirely on goods manufactured in this 
country. In fact, we depend on the British 
manufacturer for over 90 per cent. of our 
total volume. This in itself, having regard 
to the nature.of.our business, is a tribute to 
the courage and perseverance of the British 
makers, and has incidentally enabled them to 
provide work for many more people. We are 
deeply appreciative of the enterprise shown 
by our manufacturers. 

I would like once again, on behalf of the 
Board, to sincerely thank those men and 
women ‘comprising the company’s staff for 
the loyal and enthusiastic service given in 
all parts of the country, which has played

no small part in bringing about the satis- 
factory results which are presented to you 
to-day. 

PROFIT AND ALLOCATION, 

We will now turn to the report. Including 
the amount brought in from last year, we 
have a total of £6,757,305 10s.

BIG INCREASE IN SHIPBUILDING, 

In view of the conflicting statements which 
have recently heen published regarding the 
volume of new shipbuilding orders being 
placed by British shipowners, the /inancial 
News has obtained the following official 
statement from the Shipbuilding Employers’ 
Federation :—' After. ten months of almost 
complete stagnation, the ordering of new 
mercantile shipbuilding work commenced in 
November, and during the period from 
November 1 up to ahd mcoeet January 
26 the following orders have been booked by 
British shipyards:—Cargo vessels, 20; 
passenger cargo vessels, 5; small passenger 
vessels, 2; coasters, colliers, trawlers, tugs 
and other small craft, 30; gunboat (British), 
1; destroyer (foreign), 1; naval sloops 
(foreign), 2. As a result of these orders it is 
S hatile that the figures. for new tonnage 
commenced in British shipyards for the 
March quarter will exceed the tounage com- 
menced during the whole of 19352. A gratify- 
ing feature of the improvement, which still 
continues, is that, whereas during November 
the orders were being placed only in one or 
two districts by cargo boat owners who had 
been building throughout the recent depres- 
sion, the December and January orders came 
from British owners in Glasgow, Newcastle, 
Liverpool, London and Cardiff.”
